SAN JOSE (A P) — The San Jose Mercury and 
News, in a front page editorial, today oiiered a 
$5,000 rew ard for informal ion leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the killer of two young girls. 


The editorial referred to the brutal knifings of 
Deborah Furlong, 14, and Kathy Snoozy, 15, on Aug. 
3 as “ one of the most heinous crim es in San Jose 
history.” It went on: 


“ The person or persons responsible must be ap­ 
prehended. 
To allow 
those 
with 
such 
obviously 
w arped or fiendish minds to rem ain free is a threat 
with which we cannot obviously live.” 


Each of the San Jose girls was stabbed some 
200 times in the back, chest and neck while on a 
Sunday picnic in 
the 
hills within sight of their 
homes. 


Some residents of the area reported seeing a 
white minivan near 
the 
scene 
where 
the 
girls’ 
bodies were dumped. 


The San Jose new spaper editorial said informa­ 
tion on the crim e should be given to San Jose 
Chief of Detectives Barton Collins.

Top Labor Pact Ends 


Pan American Strike 


NEW YORK ( AP) — Clerical and cargo em ­ 
ployes returned to work today at 
Pan American 
World Airways after voting to approve a new three- 
v ear 
contract 
and 
end 
a 
four-day, 
nationwide 
strike. 


Pan Am said it resum ed norm al flight schedules 
early today following ratification of the contract 
agreem ent reached last Friday between the airline 
and the International Brotherhood of T eam sters. 


Harold Gibbons, 
a 
T eam sters 
vice 
president, 
said the vote was 65 to 35 per cent in favor of the 
pact which he described as “ the best labor contract 
ever negotiated in the history of the airline indus­ 
try .” 
The contract calls for a 37.4 per cent wage in­ 
crease over the three years plus a variety of im­ 
proved benefits. The wage hike will boost the a v er­ 
age pay of 10,000 workers from $2.30 and hour to 
$4.52. 
Pan Am said the contract included a cost-of-living 
clause providing for a one-cent increase in hourly 
w ages for each 0.4 increase in the Labor D epart­ 
ment price index, with a ceiling of 9 cents in a 
year. 
Pan Am, the nations largest overseas air c a r­ 
rier, norm ally operates 460 flights daily between 119 
(sties in 81 countries. The strike halted most of 
the line's service. 


110,000 Late Model 
s, 
Trucks Recalled by Ford 


DETROIT (U PI) — Ford Motor Co. is hauling in 
fer inspection 110,000 1969 m o d eP ca rs and trucks to 
replace brake fluid that could corrode the brake 
system. 
The autom aker announced the recall Monday, 
explaining a supplier had notified Ford that a por­ 
tion of the brake fluid shipped to four assem bly 
plants had been improperly composed. 


The vehicles include approxim ately 69.400 stand­ 
ard-sized Fords, 36,800 M avericks and 3,800 light 
trucks built since mid-April. 


Ford said, 
“ brake system 
reliability will 
not 
have been advers ;ly affected in the '■'hort time the 
fluid has been in these vehicles,” but “ replace­ 
ment is required to avoid possible malfunctions.” 


Plan To Unseal Coal Mine 
Where 78 Buried Disclosed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Bureau of Mines an­ 
nounced today it hopes to start about Sept. 1 to un­ 
seal a coal mine at Manmngton, W. Va. where 78 
miners have been entombed since Nov. 30. 


John O’Leary, director of the bureau, said that 
conferences are under way to discuss the timing 
and techniques involved in opening the mine.

“ We had to change the land­ 
ing point because of the crater 
and we were quite close to our 
legal limit on fuel,” the com­ 
m ander reported. 


Armstrong said if he had been 
forced to hunt another 15 or 20 
seconds for a smooth landing 
point, the landing attem pt would 
have been aborted.

thing had happened until police 
kicked in his door a t 9 a.m. Sat­ 
urday, Tarlow said. 
Investigators said they want 
to question friends of Miss Tate 
and G arretson. 
Officers continued investigat­ 
ing the deaths of a superm arket 
owner and h>s w:fe whose bodies 
were found Sunday night, their 
heads hooded like one of the vic­ 
tims in the Saturday killings a 
few miles away. In both cases 
bodies were slashed and words 
were scrawled nearby in what

Despite the similarities, a po­

13-Experiment Pack 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— A versatile spacecraft with 
booms almost the length of a 


football field rocketed into orbit 


today packing 13 experim ents, 


including one 
that could help 
m ake tran^ocean aircraft travel 
safer in the 1970s. 


Called ATS 5 for the fifth ap­ 
plications 
technology 
satellite, 
the 
$12-million 
payload 
was 
wobbling in space slightly more 
than expected, however, forcing 
officials 
to 
consider 
firing 
a 
spacecraft motor 11 hours soon­ 
er than originally 
planned 
to 
kick the craft into its final orbii. 


“ I do not see any problem ,” 
said J. R. Burke, ATS program 
m anag er 
with 
National 
Aero­ 
nautics and Space A dm inistra­ 


tion headquarters in Washing 
ton. 


However, changing the flight 
plan would mean up to an addi 
tional week of minor orbital ad­ 
justm ents might be needed be­ 
fore the satellite could rea* h its

The 
multipurpose 
spacecraft 
rocketed away from ( ape Ken­ 
nedy at 7:01 a.m., E D I . atop a 
powerful Atlas-Centaur booster.

“ I think we pretty well under­ 
stand what caused these pro­ 
gram a la rm s,” Aldrin said. “ It 
was the fact that the com puter 
was in a process of solving the 
landing 
problem 
and 
at the 
sam e time we had the rendez­ 
vous rad ar in a powered up con­ 
dition and this tended to add an 
additional burden to the com­ 
puter operation.” 
The 
rendezvous 
ra d a r 
was 
keeping track of Michael Col­ 
lins, orbiting overhead in the 
com m and ship, 
“ It told us for a brief instant 
the com puter was reaching a 
point of being overprogram m ed 
or having too m any jobs waiting 
for it to do,” Aldrin added. ‘‘Un­ 
fortunately. it cam e at a point 
when we did not want to be 
trying to solve these particular 
problems. We wanted to be able 
to look out the window and iden­ 
tify features so that we could 
pinpoint the landing.” 


Possible Abort 


"We realized we had a possi­ 
ble abort situation to contend 
w th ,” 
Armstrong 
said. 
"But 
our procedure 
throughout 
was 
to always try to keep going as 
long as we could so we could by­ 
pass these types of problem s.” 
Control told the astronauts to 
stop asking the computer to dis­ 
play 
landing 
information. 
In­ 
stead. the ground passed up the 
information in a series of d ra­ 
matic “ Go’s.” 
“ We really have to give the 
credit to the control center in 
this 
case,” 
Armstrong 
said. 
‘ 1‘hey were really the people 
who really cam e through and 
helped us and said, ‘Continue,’ 
which 
is what 
we wanted to 
hear.” 
But Armstrong alone had to 


fly 
away 
from 
the

crater. 
“ It was one of my proudest 
moments to help plant the flag 
and to stand back and give it a 
quick salute," Aldrin told the 
newsmen. 
As the lunar lander called E a ­ 
gle took off from the moon, pic­ 
tures 
showed 
the 
landscape 
receding in the distance, with 
craters shrinking as Armstrong 
and Aldrin headed for their ren- 
dezvous with Collins after near­ 
ly 22 hours on the moon. 
"The 
departure 
was 
very 
sm ooth,” said Armstrong. “ We 
were real glad to have that en­ 
gine light up.” 
“ The p rim ary difficulty on the 
moon, ’ A rmstrong said, “ was 
there was too little time to do 
the things we wanted to do. We 
would have liked to have gath­ 
ered sam ples of lunar bedrock. 
And there were some nearby 
craters we would have liked to 
explore.” 
“ We had the problems of a 5- 
vear-old boy in a candy store,” 
he said. “ There were just too 
many things to do.” 
Showing pictures of the earth 
on the quarter-million-mile jour­ 
ney home, Armstrong com m ent­ 
ed: 
"We 
certainly 
hated 
to 
leave the moon, but it was sure 
good to see the e a rth .” 
Armstrong said Apollo 11 was 
“ an adventure that took place 
not just in the month of July, 
but rather one that took place in 
the last decade. We all here and 
the people listening in today had 
the opportunity to share that ad­ 
venture over its developing and 
unfolding 
in the 
past 
months 
and years. That final month of 
July was certainly the highlight 
for the three of us in that dec­ 
ade.”

Crackdown on Deception 
Rules for Food. Gas Games Set 
IN TODAY’S P-B

nounced today new regulations 
designed to ban deceptive p ra c ­ 
tices in games of chance used 
as sales promotion by the food 
retailing 
and 
gasoline 
indus­ 
tries. 
The regulations, published in

Register,

effective in 60 days. 
The trade rule was adopted 
over the objection of Commis­ 
sioner 
Philip 
E lm an, 
who 
argued 
that 
promotional 
gim ­ 
micks should be outlawed en­ 
tirely. 
The 
ETC action

months after hearings ended on 
a proposed rule that would have 
been even tougher on the pro­ 
motion business, 
As finally approved, the regu­ 
lation provides that deception In 
conducting 
giveaway 
gam es 
constitutes an unfair and decep­ 
tive practice and outlines a list 
of actions that might be consid­ 
ered misleading to consumers. 
Among other things, the rule 
bans any promotions that m is­ 
represent, either directly or in­ 
directly, a custom er’s chances 
of winning a prize. 
It aE o requires that sponsors 
disclose 
d e a rly 
and 
con- 


spieuously the exact number of 
prizes to be aw arded and the 
odd-. on winning one. 
Companies also would have to 
disclose the total num ber of p ar­ 
ticipating retail outlets and the 
scheduled 
termination 
date of 
the contest. 
The FTC said it would consid­ 
er as deceptive the failure to 
mix and distribute gam e win­ 
ning pieces on a random basis 
throughout 
the 
program 
and 
throughout the geographic area 
covered by the contest. 
Other 
requirem ents 
stipulate 
that the FTC would consider un­ 
lawful moves by sponsors to; 


—Promote any gam e capable 
of btung solved or broken or 
pre-ulertified. 
—Fail to provide the FTC at 
the conclusion of each program 
and to post in each retail outlet 
a complete list of winners, the

‘‘DEAR MISS VANDERBILT: My daughter is getting mar­ 
ried very soon, and I ’m afraid we are going to have the 
same experience that a friend had. Almost nobody responded 
to the wedding reception invitations in time so proper ar­ 
rangements could be made with the caterer. Not knowing 
how many guests to expect, they had to agree to a certain 
number of reservations without knowing if they would be used. 
It turned out that most of them were used, but there was 
some unnecessary expense. And the whole affair was nerve- 
racking, 
“ Our invitations are in the mail, four weeks in advance 
as you recommend when there are out-of-town guests in­ 
volved. If we don’t hear promptly, we are in trouble. Is 
there any way we can call or otherwise remind people who 
don't bother to answer? Our caterer, who is very busy, says 
he must have a final count not later than 10 days before 
the wedding.—Mrs. R. S., Detroit, Mich.” 
Yes, there is something you can do. Many desperate par­ 
ents are doing it because, unfortunately, many in the younger 
generation have not had the proper social training; or if 
they have, they are ignoring it. I have just seen a post card 
sent out by a prominent doctor and his wife to people who 
had not responded to their wedding invitation two weeks be­ 
fore the wedding. It just read as follows; 
PLEA SE! 
Borden - Wilder wedding 
R.S.V.P. Dr. and Mrs. John L. Borden 
1413 Park Avenue, New York, N. Y. 10028 
I am sure it got action, and no one receiving it had 
a right to be insulted. The rule is this: You respond to en­ 
graved invitations immediately. By return mail, if possible. 
No matter what you do, there will be people who let 
you know at the last minute, some who at the last minute 
can’t come for one reason or another. But caterers must 
be given a figure by whatever time they designate as the 
final date in order for them to arrange for supplies, help 
and other things. 
Guests don’t seem to realize that these arrangements 
must be made and that guests contracted for must he paid 
for. People who respond at the last minute or don’t respond 
at all are not only rude and thoughtless, but they greatly 
complicate the preparations for the wedding. 


“ DEAR MISS VANDERBILT: My parents are both dead. 
My father remarried after mv mother died. My stepmother 
with whom I live is giving my wedding. You wrote recently 
that in the wedding invitation I should be referred to (in 
a case like this) as her stepdaughter. Our problem has to 
do with the announcements to the newspapers. Should it read: 
Miss Smith is the daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. William 
: mith and the stepdaughter of Mrs. Mary Jones Smith? Or 
is just ‘the late Mr. and Mrs. Smith’ suificient&—E. G., At- 
1 ima, Ga.” 
Th^ only way to do this is to say “ Miss Smith is the 
daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. William Smith.” Your re­ 
lationship to your stepmother will have been made clear in 
th-5 wedding invitations and in the announcement to the news- 
pj per in the first paragraph, for example: 
Mrs. William Smith announces the marriage of her step- 
d.i ighter, Pamela, and so on. Miss Smith is the daughter 
of the late Mr. Smith and his first wife, Eleanora Baker 
Sm th (no Mrs.), formerly of this city.

The Doctor Comments 


Although only a small propor­ 
tion of wood ticks are infected, 
those that 
are can transmit 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
(tick-borne typhus), tularemia 
and tick paralysis. The a d u l t 
tick is flat, usually brown and 
has eight legs, making it an 
arthropod rather than an insect, 
wh ch can claim only six legs. 
They are found in shrubs and 
wooded areas and can be ac­ 
quired through contact w i t h 
rabbits and domestic animals. 
Once a tick has dropped onto 
you, it may wander about for 
hour< looking for a quiet s p o t 
where ¡t can settle down for a 
warm blood meal—its favorite 
dish. Before it attaches itself 
to you it can be easily brushed 
off” But once it has buried its 
head in your skrn, it is hard to 
dislodge. The longer it is at­ 
tached, the greater the danger 
that it will transmit whatever 
germ or virus it is carrying at 
the time. 
If you smear grease, turpen­ 
tine, gasoline, ether or chloro­ 
form on it, it will usually back 
out in disgust. If this f a i l s , 
strike a match, blow out the 
flame and apply the hot end to 
the rear of the tick. If you pre­ 
fer, you may grab it with a pair 
ot tw eezers and remove it with a 
steady, gradual pull. A s h a r p 
tug may leave the body in the 


tweezers and the head in your 
skin—a most unfortunate devel-> 
opment. 
When you have succeeded in 
removing the tick, you should 
touch the bite with tincture of 
iodme, thimeroso! or some oth­ 
er antiseptic, flame the tweez­ 
ers and wash your hands with 
soap and water. Much of this 
procedure can be avoided if. 
when vou go info a tick-infested 
area, you wear protective cloth­ 
ing with elastic at the a n k I e. 
wrist, neck and belt line and 
high 
boots. 
You 
should also 
spray your clothing with a tick 
repellent, 
such 
as 
toluairude 
(Deet). These precautions will 
also protect you against chig- 
gers.

Ambulance 
to 
pro- 
vice the city with emergency 
am bulance services. 
The United C alifornia Bank is 
the executor for the estate of 
the late owners of Cole Ambu­ 
lance. 
Maurice 
O’Conner, 
attorney 
for Schaefer, said negotiations 
have been taking place for the 
com pany to take over the Cole 
business, but said the acquisi­ 
tion is contingent on the certifi­ 
cate being transferred to Schae­ 
fer.

Home Handguns 


Are a Menace 


The National Commission on the Causes 
and prevention of Violence, in a well-docu­ 
mented report to President Nixon of “ Fire­ 
arm s and Violence in American Life.“ has 
urged that the government confiscate, with 
compensation, virtually all of the 24 million 
handguns in the country, some 90 per cent 
of which are in private hands. 


The chances are practically nonexistant 
that Congress or the people will buy (at an 
estimated cost of S500 million) such a totali­ 
tarian-type approach to the problem of 
crim e and violence — a decree that only the 
law-abiding 
would 
obey. 
Some 
antigun 
spokesmen, in fact, ha\e expressed alarm 
that the drastic recommendation may ac­ 
tually have harmed the campaign for stiller 
gun laws. 


Nevertheless, the commission’s findings 
ought to be required reading for those mil­ 
lions of Americans who have armed, or con­ 
template 
arming, 
themselves 
and 
their 
homes against ihe real or imagined menace 
of crime. 


In exceedingly few burglary and robbery 
cases, reports the commission, does a house­ 
holder have any chance to use his gun to kill, 
injure or scare off an intruder. 


In Detroit, for example, there were 18,000 
home burglaries in 1068, but only one bur­ 
glar was killed by a householder. In New 
York, where there are more than 150.000 bur­ 
glaries a year, only 20 burglars were killed 
by householders in the decade between 1958 
and 1967. 
Against the argument that the widespread 
ownership of weapons may at least deter 
criminals, the commission counters with the 
statement that “The trend in crimes against 
the home during recent years has boon 
sharply upward in spite of the fact that the 
number of home self-detense firearm s has 
also been rapidly increasing.” (About one 
in every two homes today boasts a pistol.) 
A substantial number of the 23,000 an­ 
nual firearm s accidents occur in the home, 
says the commission. And of the 8.000 annual 
firearm s homicides, a large percentage in­ 
volve family members or acquaintances 
and many of these also occur in the home. 
“ From the standpoint of the individual 
householder.” concludes 
the 
commission, 
“the self-defense firearm appeals to be a 
dangerous investment.” 
Much more rational, it says, and much 
less threatening to the home itself, would be 
protection in the form of nonlethal weapons. 
Even better would be alarm systems. 
After all, a gun in the house is of no use 
to a family that is not at home, and that is 
when any sm art criminal works his mischief.

senator would be at that time. 


Mr. 
Kennedy's 
opportunity 
m ay come in later years, but 
certainly the focus now is on 
Hubert Humphrey. He m ay de­ 
cide not to run for the senate 
and 
concentrate 
for 
the 
next 
three years on cam paigning — 
the delivery of many public ad­ 
dresses 
dealing 
wath 
national 
and international issues, as he 
seeks support in different parts 
of the country. 


The form er vice president has 
had an experience which nowa­ 
days 
is 
not 
overlooked. 
Mr. 
H umphrey served 16 years in 
the Senate and four years as 
vice president. One of the rea­ 
sons 
Richard Nixon was able 
to win the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination in 1968 was his 
fam iliarity with 
the i s s u e s 
which he gained during his six 
years 
in 
Congress 
and 
eight 
years as vice president under 
President Ei>enhower. 


A com m ent that is heard, of 
course, 
is 
that 
Hubert 
Hum­ 
phrey will not have the finan­ 
cial backing for the preconven­ 
tion cam paign that a m em ber 
cf the Kennedy clan could m us­ 
ter. But money alone isn’t go­ 
ing to win the presidential nom ­ 
ination at the Democratic P arty 
convention in 1972. The city or­ 
ganizations which would have 
been strong supporters of Sen. 
Kennedy are them selves in dif­ 
ficulties in m any states. 
As for the chances of a H um ­ 
phrey victory if he becomes his 
p arty ’s nominee for the presi­ 
dency, this will depend upon the 
standing of President Nixon at 
election time.

Sen. 
Edw ard 
Kennedy 
has 
been on the liberal side in the 
Senate, but he isn’t identified 
strongly with large segm ents of 
voters on particular issues. The 
assumption 
of 
his 
supporters 
has been that he would natural­ 
ly take over the political follow­ 
ing of his brother, the late Rob­ 
ert 
F. 
Kennedy, 
But 
in 
1968 
was no certainty that the latter 
would have won the nomination. 
On the whole, the Democratic 
P arty today needs m ore strength 
in the Middle West, F a r West 
and South than it does in the 
E ast, and the politicians are say­ 
ing in private discussions that, 
as between Kennedy and Hum­ 
phrey, 
the 
latter 
would 
be 
stronger across the country than 
the M assachusetts senator, even 
apart from the loss of support 
that might have resulted from 
the widespread com m ent about 
the auto accident.

limousine model. Whether they 
pour their ice

tic jug, whether they take their 
bathroom breaks in a private 
washroom or down the corridor, 
whether they possess a key to a 
private elevator and can wangle 
a low-number tag for their pet 
poodle — all these are signs of 
status. 


But the most coveted status 
symbol is a m a n ’s airplane priv­ 
ileges. The Air Force operates a 
billion - dollar fleet of plush 
passenger 
planes

Wash­ 
ington's VIPs. Anyone who can 
com m andeer one of these for 
his out - of - 'own trips is a 
m an of consequence, indeed. 
The Army, Navy and Coast 
G uard also keep a few planes 
ava ilable for pepole who rate. 
For 
instance, 
Secretary 
of 
Transportation John Volpe, who 
worries about the nation’s tra n s­ 
portation muddle, has no trans­ 
portation problems of his own. 
Any time he wants to take off, 
he m erely calls for his chauf- 
feured 
government 
limousine, 
which delivers him to the rum p 
of 
the 
Coast 
G u ard ’s 
sleek, 
white, 
executive 
jetliner, 
No. 
01. 
When Hubert Humphrey was 
vice 
president, 
he 
had 
to 
scrounge a plane from the Air 
F orce’s VIP fleet 
for official 
trips, and ch arter a com m er­ 
cial aircraft for political visits 
This is an indignity that Vice 
President Spiro Agnew is now 
spared. He hits been assigned 
an Air Force Jetstar for his ex­ 
clusive use. 
His trips 
h i t so infrequent, 
however, that the crew has to 
wing around Washington m erely 
to maintain minim um crew pro­ 
ficiency. During the long lapses 
between flights, a 24-hour guard 
must bo kept on his plane. This 
is an extra expense that used 
to be required only during the 
brief periods that the vice presi­ 
dent was aboard. 


Of course, the ultim ate in a ir­ 
plane transportation is the big 
Boeing No. 26,000. w-hich serves 
as 
President 
Nixon’s 
flying 
White 
House. 
It 
is 
cram m ed 
w i t h 
sophisticated 
electronic 
and com m unications equipment. 


E ach incoming President has 
also redecorated it, at no small 
cost to the taxpayers, to suit his 
own tastes. 
Nixon ripped off 
some of L B J’s paneling, moved 
the private presidential quarters 
up front and installed roomier, 
cushier seats. 


E laborate and expensive pre­ 
cautions are taken before every 
presidential flight. The 18-man 
crew, headed by Lt. Col. Raph 
Albertazzie, m ade a 24,000-mile 
dry run, for exam ple, to all the 
cities 
Nixon 
visited 
on 
his 
round - the - world trip. 


Some Air Force officers as­ 
sert the dry run was unneces­ 
sary for a crack pilot like Al­ 
bertazzie. Others say it was a 
worthwhile precaution, since he 
had to land on unfam iliar air 
fields. 


There is also a dispute over 
how much the dry run cost the 
taxpayers. 
T h e White House 
places the figure at* S45.000. At 
least one Air Force pilot, who 
takes 
into 
account 
the 
crew 
costs, 
holds 
the 
figure 
should be $250,(XX). He also states 
that the taxpayers have invest­ 
ed ever $30 million in No. 26,000, 
making it the world's most ex­ 
pensive passenger plane.

Rep. John Rarick, a rare bird 
from 
the 
Louisiana 
bayous, 
hugely adm ires the 
sound

his own voice. He is so spell­ 
bound by his own speeches, in 
fact, that he filled 572 pages of 
the Congressional 
Record dur­ 
ing the first six months of 1969. 
At 
$119 
a 
page, 
R arick’s 
rhetoric cost the taxpayers $63,- 
068 — 
more 
than 
triple 
his 
regular salary. From April 14 
to 25, to cite a typical period, 
Rarick used up 63 pages to ex­ 
hort his colleagues. 
In 
comparison, 
m any other 


Congressmen didn't get a word 
in edgewise. Picking them out 
at 
random. 
Rep. 
F. Bradford 
Morse, R-Mass., held his com ­ 
ments to one - sixth of a page 
during the sam e 11 days. Rep. 
Jam e s Corman, D-Cal., requir­ 
ed little more than a page to 
air his views. Rep. John Ander­ 
son, R-lll., who as one of the

able to confine his re m a rk s to 
three and a fraction pages. 


What were the views Rarick 
thought were worth $68,068 to 
the taxpayers? There was dark 
condemnation, for instance, for 
the un - American influence of 
Boys’ Life, the Boy Scout m ag­ 
azine. 


“ I was flabbergasted,” he de­ 
clared on Feb. 18, “ to discover 
in the October, 1968, issue of

individuals as Pete Seeger and 
the late Woody Guthrie . . . .” 


For a form er sponsor of the 
St. Francisville, La., Boy Scout 
troop, this caused him such pain 
that he could not keep silent. 


“ Conld 
not 
the 
editors 
of 
Boys’ Lite,’’ he dem anded, “ ad­ 
vise the youthful leaders and 
their 
parents 
that 
these 
so- 
called great musicians are ene­ 
mies of the American people?” 


His horror at Boys’ Life, how­ 
ever, didn't m atch his rage at 
Playboy and Look magazines— 
which he charged on April 17, 
“ appeals to sensuality and per­ 
version.” 


“ Look 
takes 
the 
lead,” 
he 
thundered, “ among our nation’s 
popular publications in playing 
down 
the 
danger 
of com m u­ 
nism .” 
He also expressed his suspic­ 
ion of the Jewish Anti D efam a­ 
tion League and accused Auto 
W orkers’ boss Walter Reuther 
ol plotting “ to aid Communist 
aggression in Southeast Asia and 
to 
foment 
revolution 
in 
our 
streets.” 
If 
R arick’s 
conspiratorial 
\iew s of the world a re n ’t worth 
$68,068 to the taxpayers, they 
m ay have some clinical value, 
at least, to the National Institute 
for Mental Health. 


In 
the political 
lexicon 
the 
word gadfly is a cliche so over­ 
worked as to have little m ean­ 
ing. W ebster defines it as “ a 
person who annoys or stirs up 
from lethargy.” 
Yet, shopworn as it is, there 
are instances when gadfly fits. 
A prime exam ple is Comm is­ 
sioner Nicholas Johnson of the 
Federal Comm unications Com­ 
mission. 
He 
certainly 
annoys 
the broadcasting industry and 
all 
its 
official 
and 
unofficial 
spokesmen. At 34 a highly a r ­ 
ticulate critic of what he sees 
as g r o w i n g concentration of 
power in radio and television, 
Johnson fires blast after blast 
in his dissents from the com ­ 
mission m ajority and in articles 
and speeches. 
A proposal soon to come be­ 
fore the Senate is certain to 
give the gadfly new opportuni­ 
ties to annoy. Sen. John O. Pas- 
tore of Rhode Island, chairm an 
of the Senate's comm unications 
subcom m ittee and a generous 
friend of the broadcasting in­ 
dustry, would grant the com m is­ 
sion m uch wider authority in 
ruling on the renewal of licen­ 
ses for radio and television sta­ 
tions. 
The Pastore proposal, which 
has 
strong 
Senate 
support, 
would rem ove the elem ent of a 
contest for a broadcasting li­ 
cense when it comes up for re­ 
newal. Having determ ined that 
the station was eligible for an­ 
other three-year term , the com ­ 
mission would m erely be re­ 
quired to m ake such a finding. 


Johnson says this would, in 
effect, mean the granting of li­ 
censes in perpetuity with no re­ 
gard for the public interest in 
the air waves and would re­ 
move the challenge of a contest­ 
ant who claimed he would give 
superior service. 
As he sees it, the office-seeker 
who felt he had been unfairly 
treated, or the individual with 
a cause denied access to the 
air, would have no place 
to 
bring his grievances and de­ 
m and a right to equal time. 
Whether this shift in the pow­ 
er 
structure 
as 
between 
the 
commission 
and 
the 
industry 
will attract enough attention to 
arouse opinion is questionable. 
These m atters tend to be treat­ 
ed as the private preserve of 
the regulators and the industry, 
and the great viewing public 
has little or no knowledge of 
what is at stake. But Commis­ 
sioner Johnson can be counted 


on 
to try to fan up a con­ 
troversy that will at least alert 
a 
few 
interested 
persons 
to 
what a change in the law will 
mean. 
In his often stinging and bit­ 
ter dissents — so out of ch arac­ 
ter with a commission that in 
its 42 years 
has acquired 
a 
comfortable 
capacity to 
bend 
with the claim s of a powerful 
industry — he charges that the 
requirem ent of public service is 
ignored or downgraded so that 
it is only rarely a factor in li­ 
cense 
renewal. 
Profit 
is 
the 
prim e consideration in a busi­ 
ness that on the basis of invest­ 
ed capital m akes, in the John­ 
son thesis, a rem arkab ly high 
rate of return. 
Whether the dissenting com­ 
missioner gets the credit — or 
the blam e — recent develop­ 
ments have rocked the indus­ 
try. The commission lifted the 
television license of the Boston 
Herald-Traveler Corp. and gave 
it to a competing group largely 
on the ground of concentration 
of ownership. It is one of per­ 
haps a half dozen times this has 
happened. The commission chal­ 
lenged renewal of the license of 
a Cheyenne, Wyo., m edia own­ 
er who controls most of the 
city’s communications. 


Although he m ay not have 
provided the spur, Johnson is 
the target of the industry’s de­ 
fenders. Broadcasting magazine, 
the industry house organ, has 
repeatedly bludgeoned him as a 
brash trouble-m aker who should 
resign from the commission for 
trying to whip up critical opin­ 
ion. In an analytical article, the 
Wall Street Journal, reviewing 
the a t t a c k s on Johnson, ob­ 
served: 
“ It’s surprising to see the ra ­ 
dio and television industry, so 
jealous of its own freedom of 
speech, lose its tem per and be­ 
gin attacking not only what Mr. 
Johnson says but his very right 
to say it. The assault, little no­ 
ticed outside broadcasting cir­ 
cles, evidently was m eant to dis­ 
credit Mr. Johnson and in turn 
his ideas. 
“ But the result has been to 
raise disturbing questions about 
the industry’s attitude toward 
one of the basic ingredients of 
a 
dem ocratic bureaucracy — 
the public’s right to participate 
in the decision-making process, 
notably the renewal of broad­ 
casters’ licenses.” 
Johnson gives every evidence 
of enjoying his role as gadfly.

Tale in 'Historian' 


It is hard to believe that in this day, and 
even age, there is a well-developed nation, 
financially solvent, culturally advanced, and 
as up-to-date as a moon-walk, that doesn’t 
have television. 
This is an African nation, as you nvght 
expect, but it is no timidly emerging thatch- 
reof state of pygmies or Mau-Maus, no bone- 
in-the-nose tribal association getting wheat 
germ from America and hydroelectric power 
from Russia. 
This is the Union of South Africa, a mod­ 
ern. advanced, scientific nation run on the 
democratic lines of Haiti. Within its borders 
are two protectorates, Swaziland and Basuto­ 
land. either of which would prefer Nazi Ger­ 
many as a protector. 
THE “ R EPU BLIC ” of South Africa, as it 
is called (among other things), has 17 million 
inhabitants, 14 million of whom are “ natives,”
